vengeance on the Ng clan. . The 
latter, although fewer in. number, 
are more prosperous and. better 
armed, and consequently all past 
clan fights have resulted always in 
their favour, Acting on the appeal, 
Yuen Har-kow, with his gang of 
followers, raided and burnt every 
house of the Ng clan, killing about 
one hundred persons,.the rest seek- 
ing shelter in other villages. This 
incident was roported to the Can- 


ton Government, and deputies wera}: 


sent to-bring about satisfactory 
settlement, but to ho purpose. . 

: As the remaining members of the 
Ng clan were scattered in various 
villages and could not -commente 
rebuilding their homesteads: they 
took matters into their own handy 


.Jand paid a high price to another
